News received from tHe Volcano Is 


to the effect that the severest shock 
of earthquake since 1868 was felt there 
at one minute before 5 a. m. Sunday. 
As near as can be ascertained the 
shock came from N. E. to S. W., light 
in the beginning and growing stronger 
during the ten seconds it lasted. 


HILO DRUG CO. 


Dishes were thrown from the shelves 


in private houses and bottles from the 
shelves and tables in the business sec- 
tion, the heaviest loss being that of tbe 
Hilo Drug Co. on Front street, the 
amount being estimated by Mr. Bar- 
throp at more than $400. Here hun- 
dreds ot bottles of patent medicines 
and valuable drugs were thrown to 
the floor, and smashed. One small 
show case was alse broken by heavy 
articles falling upon it. Where the 
large drug Jars were not thrown down 
they were turned half 'round on the 
shelves leaving the labels next the walL 


STATUARY BROKEN. 


At John Scott's house, Walnaku, the 


loss was considerable; several pieces 
of valuable statuary and bric-a-brac 
which this gentleman 
had collected 


during his travels abroad were thrown 
from their places and smashed to 
pieces. Mr. Scott Is now in Europe 
so that the exact amount of damage 
could not be ascertained.

As an evidence of the shock a crack 


beginning at ttje sea and running 
north for a half mile Is open for the 
inspection of, the curious.

ground and one tree uprooted. 


The atmosphere for a week previous 


to the shock has not been of a charac 
ter to lead one to expect such a demon 
stratlon unless clear and dellghtfu 
weather in Hilo is an indication of In- 
ternal disturbance. 
Saturday nigh 


was exceptionally cool and pleasan 
and so it was during and immediately 
after the shock. 


News from the Volcano brough 


down by Col Peter Lee is to the effect 
that there was no apparent change In 
the condition of the lake or the main 
crater. He says that from all accounts 
the_ shock at the crater was not as se- 
vere as the one felt In Hilo Some o 
his cbHdren sleeping In the cottage 
adjoining did not feel the disturbance 
at all. Col Lee considered the shock 
a good one, equal in every respect t 
the Kau 'quakes, but as he is hardens 
to such things he may not be a com 
petent judge.

Repeated knocks on the door 
brought the young man from bed and 
when told that there had been a shock 
and goods in the store had been upset, 
be rabbled his eyes and remarked that 
he'd "been dreaming that Hilo had a 
boom and the noise was made by dray 
loads of coffee passing along the 
streets." Mr. Campbell's statement Is 
doubted by those who know that his 
knowledge of booms was acquired by 
a residence in the north west 


HOW THEY TOOK IT. 


' ArUst "Howard Hitchcock, -who had 
just returned from a tbnr of Pnxa, 
where he had been making sketches, 
was rudely awakened by the ahoek. 
He suffered no Inconvenience beyond a 
surprise at running up against the wall 
in getting out the wrong side of the 
bed.

Devine's statement Registrar ol Will

On breakin 
the seal the will was found. Its tex 
was not made public, but It Is known1 
that H. H. Kohlsaat. of Chicago, pro- 
prietor of the "Times-Herald," and J

leader In Washington, are named a 
executors 
Mr. Beatie is the princlpa. 


beneficiary under the will. The estat 
consists principally of books, docu 
ments, a few pictures and many per 
sonal mementoes.

NOXIOUS PLANTS. 


What R. L. Stevenson Said of 


Samoa's Deadly Enemy. 


People who understand the serious 


loss which has been caused the farmers 
of Oregon by the introduction of the 
wild oat from California, the "corn 
flower," "bachelor button," or French 
pink, and other noxious plants, will 
be interested in reading what Robert 
Louis Stevenson,,th6 celebrated writer, 
whose pen threw a glorified halo oi 
word painting around every subject it 
touched, -wrote in regard to the "sen- 
sitive plant" in the Samoan islands, 
where it is called 'tultul." Mr, Steven- 
son, it will be remebered, settled on. 
an elevated location above Apia, where 
the climate was found to be best adapt- 
ed to his health, and where he built a 
home, cleared a tract of land, wrote 
a number of his books and stories, and 
finally died of consumption and was 
buried-on the •sttjuntt'Of £h« moun- 
tain. He used occasionally to work 
with his men at what he called "weed- 
Ing," but which was really clearing his 
ground of trees, roots, weeds, etc., and 
preparing it for cultivation. He said 
that in going around to look over the 
work that had been done, he found the 
"tuitul" springing up at the heels of 
the men clearing the ground. 


The sensitive plant is a low plant 


growing in thick masses, like wild 
clover, which, at a distance it resem- 
bles Persons who have crossed the 
isthmus of Panama may have seen It 
covering the embankments along the 
railway. When touched by the hand 
or by a switch passed over it, the 
leaves droop as if wilted by heat. 


In writing to a friend of his experi- 


ence in weeding on one occasion, Mr 
Stevenson says: 


"I found a great deal of tuitui, our 


deadliest enemy. A fool brought it to 
this island in a pot and used to lecture 
and sentimentalize 
over the tender 


thing. 
The tender thing has now 


taken charge of tbe island, and men 
fight it with torn hands for bread and 
life. 
A singular, 
wondrous thing 


shrinking and biting like a weasel, and 
clutching by Its roots as a limpet 
clutches to a rock. 


"Tuitui is a truly strange beast and 


gives food for thought 
I am nearly 


sure—I cannot be quite—that even at 
the instant he shrivels up his leaves 
he sticks his pinchers downward so as 
to catch the uprooting finger One 
thing that takes and holds me is to 
see the strange variation in the propa- 
gation of alarm among these rooted 
beasts, at times it spreads to a radius 
of six inches, at times only one indi- 
vidual plant is frightened at a time. 
We knew how long it took one to re- 
cover, 'tis a sanguine creature, and was 
all abroad again before two minutes- 
It is odd how difficult in this world it 
is to be armed. The double armor of 
this plant betrays it In a thick tuft, 
where the leaves disappear, I thrust in 
my hand and the bite of the thorns 
betrays the topmost stem In the open, 
again, and when I hesitate if it be 
clover, a touch on the leaves, and its 
fine bense and retract! ble action be- 
trays its Identity at once. Yet it has 
one gift incomparable 
Rome had vir- 


tue and knowledge, Rome perished 
The sensitive plant has Indigestible 
seeds, and it will flourish forever 
I 


give my advice thus to a young plant— 
have a strong root a weak stem, and 
an indigestible seed, so you will out- 
last the Eternal City and your pro- 
geny will clothe mountains, and the 
irascible planter will 
blaspheme in 


vain 
The weak point of tultul Is that 


its stem is strong."

HIS TROUBLE WITH TIM HEALY. 


Captain Dreyfus Escapes - Death of Com-

LONDON, Sept. 6.—Some important 


business has followed Mr. Chamber- 
lain to his retirement at Salem, Mass. 
The most energetic of Cabinet Minis- 
ters could scarcely divest himself en- 
tirely of public affairs; nor has Mr. 
Chamberlain attempted to make his 
holiday interfere with his ministerial 
work. His presence in the United States 
is expected to be associated with Inter- 
views bearing on Canadian relations to 
his zollverein proposals and the Pacific 
cable scheme. The change of Ministry 
In Canada has rendered it necea$ar> to 
reopen the whole question^ of ttfe Pa- 
cific calrte. It is doubtful whether the 
Commission will continue to exist It 
is still a question whether or not Mr. 
Chamberlain" will retain tJhe Colonial 
Office. On the eve of his departure for 
the United States it was affirmed and 
dented that he desired to resign his 
present office. 
During the present 


week the balance of opinion tends to 
a conviction that he will not long re- 
main at the Colonial Office. It Is not 
because' his zollverein scheme has met 
with rebuff from the Colonies, nor that 
he IB tired of facing South African 
troubles. As a tenacious fighter, he 
would Ija'more likely to stick to his 
post so long as any tension existed 
with' tbe Transvaal. 
But he is and 


long hafl bien dissatisfied with the 
measure ot support accorded him with- 
in the Cabinet in his policy of thor- 
oughness in dealing with the Boers, 
and dissatisfied also with the. public 
attacks made upon him by Inspired 
Conservative organs. If there be any 
changes In the Cabinet before Parlia- 
ment resumes, Mr. Chamberlain, ac- 
cording to the best information, ,will 
vacate the Colonial Office. 


Talka to New York Beporters. 


NEW YORK, Sept 6.—A special des- 


patch to the "Herald from Danvers, 
Mass., says 
"The Right Hon. Jos. 


Chamberlain was seen this afternoon 
at the residence of former Secretary 
Wm C. Endicott of this town. He was 
told that a cablegram has been received 
saying that his criticism of Healy was 
being quoted in England with ridicule. 
"That's nonsense," he replied. "The 
English are not that sort of people. 
The only thing I said of Mr Healy was 
that he is the ablest Irishman of the 
day 
This I repeat. It Is not a ques- 


tion worthy discussion, but a simple 
fact 
It is foolish to deny a man's 


ability because you do not agree with 
him 
Mr. Healy is no friend of mine 


nor of the Government. I disagree 
with him on almost every point, but 
yet I believe him a very able man.

It is stated that his ticket was issued 
at the last moment, and outside the 
regular hours for issuing tickets, and a 
special passenger list was made up for 
him. Mr. Tolon, when arrested, was 
unwilling to go on shore, but the cap- 
tain and consignee of the Seneca per- 
suaded him to make no violent oppo- 
sition.

to the convention a message from the 
Kentucky editor In his retreat in the 
mountains of Switzerland. Mr. Watson, 
Mr. Carroll said, four days after the 
Chicago Convention had cabled that 
other candidates must be named or the 
Democracy was lost. Later he said he 
did not want the Iionor, but that if no 
one else could be found to take com- 
mand he would not ask others to go 
where he would not lead. Now that 
others were ready to accept he pre- 
ferred td do battle in the ranks. 


Illinois waited until all the other 


States had been called. Then Judge 
Moran of Chicago took the stage and 
said they had recognized from the first 
that Senator Palmer was the man to 
lead the fight. He was, he said, a plat- 
form in himself. All his life he had 
"fought flatism, greenbacks, free silver 
and other vagaries." But he sealed 
the delegates' lips. After seeing the 
temper of the convention, however, he 
said, Illinois was compelled to join 
hands with her sister States in urging 
his nomination. 


The roll-call immediately developed 


an overwhelming majority in favor of 
Senator Palmer, but It proceeded to the 
end, Palmer receiving 757*£ votes, and 
Bragg 124%. 


On motion of General Bragg the no- 


mination was made unanimous,

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 3.—H. M. 


Whitney, for ten years during the 
Royalist Government Postmaster-Gen- 
eral of the Hawaiian Islands, arrived 
n Seattle tonight from Vancouver, 
having been a passenger on the steam- 
ship Miowera. He reports a strong 
revival of the annexation feeling on the 
slands, and say It Is greatly intensified 
through the belief that should Hawaii 
be annexed to the United States the 
hreatened Japanese trouble would be 
entirely wiped out by the abrogation 
of all existing treaties. 


By what is known as the Gibson 


reaty, entered into with Japan about 
thirteen years ago, Japanese may pour 
nto the Islands in unlimited numbers. 
They now number 25,000, and are com- 
ng, Whitney stated, at the alarming 
rate of 3000 a year. He thinks it is 
qnly a question of a few years until 
the Japanese will outnumber the na- 
tives and naturalized population, and 
in that case

Horrors Resulting: From Opera Hoiise 


Conflagration. 


BENTON HARBOR, Mich., Sept. 6. 


—The most horrible holocaust, with 
the greatest loss of life, known in this 
part of the,State occurred last night, 
when Yore's Opera House took fire and 
in the fight to save the building and 
other blocks adjoining eleven firemen, 
one a volunteer, met their fate at one 
time, the deaths being instantaneous 
with five of them. Six lived only a few 
hours in awful agony, while several 
others met with severe injuries. 


During the evening the play "A Fac- 


tory Girl" had been given by local tal- 
ent, and the theater had closed but a 
half hour before the fire was discover- 
ed. The building was filled from the 
basement to the fourth story with a 
suffocating smoke, which burst into 
sheets of flame throughout the entire 
audience room, before the fire depart- 
ment could respond with a single 
stream of water, there being some con- 
fusion at the outset owing to the lack 
of hook and ladder facilities, although 
the local fire department had closed a 
two days' tournament, exhibiting great 
skill in their work.

They approached the 
building through an alley, unloading 
ladders in the rear of the building, and 
while hoisting them the upper walls 
fell over without warning, covering the 
men.

teen miles about the coffee prospects 
and three of them will shrug their 
shoulders and say: "We can't tell 
much about it; 'if the crop turns out 
well we are all right, if not there will 
be a lot of broken men In the district." 
The other two will tell you they are 
on the road to fortune and point over 
their shouders to a coffee patch to In- 
dicate the way. 


As a matter of fact coffee above 12 


miles is an experiment. Every author- 
ity has been consulted and out of the 
twenty-five or thirty men who have 
embarked in the enterprise more than 
half the number have separate and dis- 
tinct ways of planting and handling 
A majority of the growers will estab- 
lish a nursery as soon as sufficient 
land tias been cleared, others consider 
it a waste of labor and plant direct 
Two years from now the public will 
be able to judge who made the right 
guess. 


Whether the men who have gone 


there to cast their lots are successful 
or not they are entitled to credit and 
monuments for their abiding faith In 
a section of country which, to one who 
5s not familiar with the conditions 
necessary to growing coffee, is disma 
beyond expression when it rains. And 
just here let it be said that dampness 
prevails in any locality where the av- 
erage yearly rainfall is 200 Inches 
Where land Is at all times full of mois-

As an owner or overseer leads th< 


way between or across the rows o 
trees his eye is keen on the lookout for 
some stray thing that pokes its way up 
through the earth. 
When found h 


pulls it, shakes the earth 'from the 
roots and puts the weed into his pock 
et. 
On the return trip he takes you 


on another course leading past a littl 
spot grown up with the pests. 
Here 


he stops and deposits those he has 
found, and when after a week or a 
month the hole is filled with weeds, 1 
is covered with earth and their growth 
killed. 


In some places in Olaa the cost o 


clearing the virgin forest varies, ac 
cording to the condition of the land 
from thirty to fifty dollars an acre, add 
to this the cost of caring for the trees 
keeping them free from "gonnandiz 
ers," topping and pruning, and it wll 
require a heavy crop to make the in 
vestment profitable. 


If you auggest^to a grower that the 


soil is too constantly moist to bring 
forth a good crop he will meet you 
suggestion by saying that it will pro- 
ceduuce a luxurient growth of anything 
else, 
consequently it must produc 


coffee. 
But few of the people will den; 


that the soil becomes sour through 
constant rainfalls and not one will you 
find, but will admit that it might be 
better if the land was exposed to a 
greater amount of sun. 


At Mason's plantation, where there 


are 160 of acres already planted the 
coffee looks well and the chances of 
success are as great as anywhere, but 
even there wbere the open covers a 
greater area than anywhere else the 
sun does not penetrate as much as 
the average farmer In the United States 
would ask for his corn. This place is 
at the 17 mile post, one mile above the 
point wehere scientific men will tel

This gentleman has 27 acres planted 


in the open and in a. measure exposed 
to the wind, and objection which may 
be overcome at any time by making 
a windbreak of strawberry guava or 
banana trees. The owner paid, by con- 
tract, $21.30 per acre for clearing, hol- 
ing, filling and planting and the holes 
were 18 Inches wide and the same 
number deep. He has today three men 
taking care of the 27 acres and this 
includes weeding, and whatever else 
may be necessary, at a cost of ?2 per 
acre per month. 


Mr. Lee has adopted different me- 


thods from most coffee men in that he 
uses a Planet Jr. cultivator, treating 
his field in exactly the same manner 
as the Eastern farmer does his field of 
corn. 
The character of his soil is 


adapted to It and without the cultiva 
tor the expense would have been much 
greater and with less satisfactory re- 
sults.

good results. It keeps it tree from 
weeds and adds strength and life t 
the trees. As a protection to the later 
al roots, Mr. Lee has placed aroun 
each tree £hree or fdiir pieces of fern 
trunks, the action of the weather dur 
ing the first three years will cause 
these to rot and become capital ferti 
lizer, and at the end of that time the 
weeds will be killed off. 


If by any chance, however, occasion 


al weeds should spring up after the 
trees have assumed a growth that wil 
jnterfere -with the working of the cul 
tivator they may be easily removed 
by hand at a comparatively slight cost 


Mr. Lee's coffee treee average 1- 


months since planting and range In 
height from 4 feet to 6 feet 6 inche 
the lowest and pobrest being in a patch 
of an acre where he adopted the Kona 
method of ferning between the trees 
a plan which is satisfactory in Kona 
where bright sunshine is the rule rath 
er than the exception and where arti 
flcial means are necessary to retain 
the moisture around the trees. 


At the present rate Mr. Lee estimates 


the cost ol his trees at the expiration 
of five years to be $93.30 per acre. For 
the same period in certain parts o 
Olaa the cost may run fifty per cent 
above this for reason that the soil is

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—At the con- 
lusion of the dinner given in honor 
}f Li Hung Chang last evening, Mr. 
'osier made a few remarks express- 
ng the great pleasure of the company 
at Li's visit to the United States and 
regrettelng that bis public and urgent 
duties made his stay so short. Tne 
iceroy responded as follows: 
"In acknowledging the hospitality 


extended to me by my old friends, the 
Hon. J. W. Foster, I have to thank him 
for according me an opportunity be- 
ore my departure from the capital of 
this country to renew once more the 
sincere expression of my gratitude and 
thankfulness to the American govern- 
ment and citizens for the welcome and 
reception offered to me as the repre- 
sentative of my august master, the 
emperor of China, and the personi- 
fication ef the Chinese empire. Since 
the establishment of our treaty rela- 
tions there have been evidences of 
good fellowship between our countries, 
but all the evidences, I dare say, have 
now been eclipsed by the cordiality 
and warmth displayed by the American 
government and citizens in my wel- 
come. 


"Though I regret that my time does 
t allow me to make as long a so- 


journ in this country as I wish, in order 
to appreciate more fully the accom< 
plishment and the progress of the 
United States of America as a nation,: 
cannot help, during my brief vist 
here, being struck and impressed by 
the liberty and freedom enjoyed by tne 
people; by the welfare and prosperity 
in the agricultural, industrial and corn 
meroial pursuits, by the characteris 
tics of their classical, historical, philo 
sophical and poetical literature; by th 
manner of application Of the scientifl 
discoveries and inventions for promot 
ing the happiness of mankind,' and by 
the display of their artistic taste in th 
architecture of the buildings, the sculp 
ture and painting of historical figure 
and facts which my old friend, Hon 
John W. Foster, has been kind enough 
to show me. These impressions I wil 
carry home, not only as augmentation 
to my store of knowledge of the fruit 
of western modern civilization, but a 
the means of enlightening the million 
I represent, facilitating the introduc 
tion of these very means and ends o 
civilization into China, and amalga 
mating the old civilization of the ex 
treme west. 


"I have only one word to add, tha 


the Hon J. W. Foster, in his manifol 
abilities, has to me rendered most val 
uable assistance in China's most criti 
cal moments. America, whether as a 
government or as an individual, is t 
China a friend in need, so he is to her 
a friend indeed. So, gentlemen, I pro- 
pose a toast to a friend to China— 
John W. Foster." 


Practically Li Hung Chang took his 


leave of the western republic as the sun 
set this evening. The party left the 
Arlington hotel at about half past five 
o'clock under an escort of cavalry, and 
went directly to the Pennsylvania de- 
pot. Ex-Secretary Foster accompanied 
Li Hung Chang to the train, where he 
said farewell. Gen. Ruger, with his 
staff, will escort the viceroy to the 
limits of the United States. At six 
o'clock a start was made for Niagara 
Falls, where the Canadian representa- 
tives will meet them.

from Confucianism, as the Golden Rule 
Is expressed in a positive form in one, 
while it is expressed in the negative 
form in the other. Logically speaking, 
whether these two forms of expressing 
the same truth cover exactly the same 
ground or not, I leave to the investi- 
gation of those who have more .philo- 
sophical tastes. 
"It Is at present enough to conclude 


that there exists not much difference 
between the wise sayings of the two 
greatest teachers In the foundations of 
which the whole structure of the two 
systems of morality are built."

Simon Bolivar Buckner, the nominee 


of the gold wing of the Democratic par 
ty for Vice President of the Unitei 
States, Is by birth a Kentuckian and i 
now in his seventy-fourth year. He i 
one of the most prominent and mos 
respected sons of the South. His caree 
has been an eventful one. Being gradu 
ated from the •United States Militai 
Academy at West Point In 1844, he en 
tered the Second United States Infantry 
and from August, 1845 until May, 1846 
was assistant professor ,of ethics a 
West, Point He made a gallant recor 
in the 'Mexican war, being brevettec 
first lieutenant for heroic conduct a 
Con treras and Churubusco, where h 
was wounded, and captain for his brav 
ery at Molino del Rey. From August 
1848, until March, 1855, he was assist 
ant instructor of infantry tactics a 
West Point, resigning to become super 
intendent of construction of the Chi 
cago custom house. In the same year 
1865, he was chosen as colonel of th 
volunteers raised In Illinois for an ex 
pedition against Mormons and Indian 
in Utah, but not mustered Into service 
He then practiced law and became on 
of the most prominent of the Knights 
of the Golden Circle in Kentucky. 


After the Civil War began he wa 


made commander of the State Guard o 
Kentucky and adjutant general o th 
State. September 12, 1861, he issued an 
address to the people of the Blue Gras 
State, calling upon them to take up 
arms against what he called the "usurp 
atlon" of Abraham Lincoln, and 1m 
mediately afterwards he occupied Bow 
ling Green After the capture of For 
Henry b/e evacuated the place an« 
withdrew to Fort Donelson, where he 
commanded a brigade in the battles of 
February 13, 14 and 15, 1862. He re- 
mained here after his superior officers, 
Generals Floyd and Pillow, had fled, 
and on February 16 surrendered to Gen- 
eral Grant with 16,000 prisoners and 
vast stores.

Progressive Planter Piesents a 


New Scheme. 


HIS

Portiwnese Families to be Employed—Lots 


Apportioned Out to TUem- Children Can 
Work and go to School Share In Profits. 
Land for Raising Vesetables for Family. 


(Communicated.) 


Alter the coffee planter has cleared 


and planted his land, the subsequent 
work of weeding and picking is so light 
and simple In character that it can be 
performed by women and children. The 
writer has already two families em- 
ployed, consisting of two men, two 
women and four children. A saving In 
the cost of weeding of about 30 per 
cent has been effected thereby. 


These families were contracted for in 


Japan through Messrs. H. Hackfeld & 
Co. As the lime for engaging them was 
limited, small families only could be 
secured, but a much larger number of 
children per family can be'engaged 
without trouble. As these children will 
attend school, the contract should spe- 
cify the number of hours of labor per 
week that the children are to perform, 
and the wages should be proportionate 
to the age of the children; boys should 
be paid more than girls. At first sigh); 
the absence of children at school seems 
a disadvantage, but it is quite the con- 
trary, for vacations can be arranged 
BO that the children can work longer 
hours during the picking season, work 
being provided thus at other times for 
twice the number of children than 
would be required if they did not at- 
tend school. The contract should spe- 
cify that days when there is no school 
the children should remain longer 
hours in the field. 


Another advantage to the planter 


will be that families once established 
will be less Inclined to leave the plan- 
tation, after their contracts have ex- 
pired, than single men would be under 
the same circumstances. 


A plan, however, which embodies the 


co-operative system of work, and that 
seems superior to the above, is about 
being instituted by the writer on the 
following lines: It is proposed to di- 
vide the plantation into two equal por- 
tions, one portion to be cultivated by 
the planter, one portion to be subdi- 
vided into tracts of eleven acres each, 
and on each of these tracts a Portu- 
guese family to he established. After 
consulting with some of the more 
prominent Portuguese of Honolulu, as 
well as with families who were anxious 
to establish themselves in the country, 
the following memorandum of agree- 
ment was drawn up as a basis for a 
contract: 
MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT. 
For the sake of brevity we will 


speak of the owner of the land as A 
and the tenant as B. 


A will make a contract with B for 


20 years, B to have the privilege of re- 
newing the contract for 10 years more 
at the same rates. 


A will furnish B with 10 acres of 


good coffee land, wiil build a good 
packing trail to same, and will con- 
struct a house on same, 16x16, Iron 
roof, grass sides, board floor, two win- 
dows, one door. 


In addition A will £lve to B without 


charge the use of such land as he may 
require for the cultivation of vegeta- 
bles and feed for cow and pig, nor to 
exceed one acre; B to agree to keep 
such land free from weeds at all times. 


A will advance to B money at the 


rate of $10 for 26 days' work, advances 
to be made monthly, B to repay the 
same to A with interest at 8 per cent 
as soon as the coffee pays more than 
$20 .per acre per annum. 


B and family to labor diligently un- 


til all 10 acres are planted with coffee, 
and this coffee must be kept clear from 
weeds at all times. Coffee to be plant- 
ed 5x6 feet, topped at 4 feet Said cof- 
fee must also be pruned and cultivated 
in such, manner as A may direct, H 
being understood that such methods 
of culiivaMon are such as the best prac- 
tice demands.

with work on the plantation of A 


Should A desire the services of B, 


A is to hare the preference, provided 
that A pays as high wages as B can ob- 
tain for a similar class of work else- 
where, 
\ 


All tenants must be married, must 


have at least three children, and must 
come recommended by the Portuguese 
Benevolent Society, the recommenda- 
tion to be countersigned by the Portu- 
guese Minister 


By B is meant not only the tenant 


but all members of his family that may 
reside with him, excepting clause In 
which possibility of death of B is con- 
sidered. 


Through a contract of this kind the 


coffee planter will have at hand a large 
force of labor of the highest class. The 
Portuguese are natural agriculturists. 
All of the products of their homes in 
the Azores proves this; and one has 
but to visit their homes on the suburbs 
of Honolulu to have a practical dem- 
onstration of this fact. The propo- 
sition is an equitable one, even if the 
coffee planter were to cultivate his en- 
tire acreage under a contract of this 
kind. But this plan gives him an abun- 
dance of cheap child labor that will be 
available at all times. The pruning 
and handling of the trees, the carpen- 
ter and mason work, the teaming and 
mill work can be done by the men. 
Every employe will do his utmost to 
bring the plantation to the highest 
state of bearing; he will study the ex-' 
periments of his employer with inter- 
est, and he will give to his employer 
the benefit of his experience on his 
own place. Should this country be an- 
nexed to the United States there will 
be no disturbance through the abolish- 
ment of the contract labor system, for 
the laborers would be bound to the 
planter by the strongest tie', viz., that 
of self-interest 


It is not within the province of this 


article to discuss this question from 
the standpoint of the political econo-, 
mist, but it means the establishment, 
on the soil for all time, of a class of in- 
telligent, law-abiding tillers of the soil, 
who can earn sufficient to support 
themselves In comfort 


This is not a scheme that will work 


itself out without considerable effort 
on the part of the coffee planter. He 
must see to it himself that his people 
are well housed, well cared for and 
that they be made comfortable in every 
respect. He must look for some In- 
gratitude, some discontent and some 
idleness on the part of his tenants. If, 
however, he uses great care in select- 
ing his employes, and if he demons- 
trrates to them that he considers them 
something else other than animals, he 
will find his interest reciprocated, and 
a feeling of good win towards him will 
be established that will go far toward 
increasing the profits of his business.

Superintended! Needham of the 


Reform School Explains. 


WHY A BEFOBMBOY WAS WHIPPED 


Naughty Little Boys are Trounced With Straps 


and Buckles-No Blame /triacheS-The 
Board Svenjalled-Teachers' Salaries Wffl 
fce 
Increased — Inspectors 
Report. 


The Board of Education met in regu- 


lar weekly session yesterday afternoon 
•with the following present: President 
H. E. Cooper, Mrs. B. F. DllUn&ham, 
Mrs. E. W. Jordan, H. 8. Townflen'd, J. 
F. Scott, Professor Alexander and W. 
A. Bowen 


Inspector General Townsend report- 


ed that he had received complaints 
from the Reform School relating to the 
mistreatment of a Portuguese boy, Ah 
Foo, now at that institution. The boy 
had been brought up by a Chinaman 
and had been put into the Reform 
School for truancy. Kaiole, one of the 
native guards, had beaten the boy with 
a strap, and a suppurated sore was the 
result Mr. Townsend recommended 
tb%t Kaiole be dismissed at once. 


Principal' Needham, who had been 


invited, before the Board, was ask- 
ed to make a statement regarding the 
matter. 


"I am only too glad," said Mr. Need- 


ham, "to have a chance to address the 
Board. I must say in beginning m> re- 
marks that Ah Foo is a tough charac- 
ter. Several times has he been known 
to show defiance to the regulations of 
the institution. The-other day Ah Foo 
and two other boys were caught throw- 
ing balls against the walk Now this is 
against the regulations, on account of 
the great number of window panes 
that have been broken. The boys show- 
ed deflancelo Kaiole when told to de- 
sistf, and each received one blow apiece. 


"I want to say right here that there 


is no other way to control those 'boys 
at tHe institution. They will set them- 
selves |ogether and defy authority. 
They must be punished on the spot and 
no other way will do. I have put them 
on bread and water and have had them 
in irons and shackels until they have 
begged- to get out, but none of these 
modes of punishment have done any 
good. It is very seldom we have to 
strike a boy. Kaiole has orders to make 
the boys mind. 


"You must remember that the roughs 


of all "the Islands are at the Reform 
School, and the same methods that are 
used to control boys in an ordinary 
school cannot be brought Into play, 
They would have no effect at all." 


Mr, Needham then told of the trou- 


ble Mr. Brlghtwell, the new teacher, 
had had with the boys. The tetter had 
been out for drill and when this was 
over Mr. Brightwell told some of the 
boys to take the drum in, but did not 
.remain to see that his instructions 
were carried out, as should be done in 
every case. 


There was soon a great noise on the 


outside, and upon Mr. Brightwell going 
out upon the veranda of the school 
room he saw the boys wrangling over 
the drum and kicking it-about over the 
grounds. Kaioie was called on to atop 
the- noise, but would not, saying-that 
he was afraid to use the strap, he hav- 
ing understood from Mr. Townsend 
that that mode of punishment would 
not be allowed.' 
Mahakoa, another 


guard, was also standing in the gate- 
way, but he likewise refused to obey. 


Another instance was given. It was 


during reading class, and one of the 
boys had refused to read. Mr. Bright- 
wen used the strap and the boyoegaa. 
When he got as far as the teacher 
wanted him to go, and when the boy 
was told to stop, he would not. He was 
given the strap again. At this stage of 
the game one of the larger boys, who 
had been there feut a few days, Jumped 
up and clinched with Mr. Brightwell. 
was a general scramble and the room 
was vacated. The boys climbed, over 
the fence and began to throw slates 
and other articles at Mr. Brightwell. 
I telephoned to the Marshal for an of- 
ficer, and now It remains to be seen 
what the Marshal will do about the 
matter 


There are many things that crop up 


at the Reform School that no one ex- 
cept a person who has lived right there 
can kno\v anything about. I would be 
continuallj fighting if I were to haul 
up every boy for every offense commit- 
ted 


"As to the question of punishing Ah 


Foo, I think the action of Kaiole was 
perfectl} right Yes, there was a blis- 
ter, but there was no mangling. No one 
has been hurt out there, and the hurt 
in this case was only skin-deep. The 
kind of punishment that Kaiole ad- 
ministered was necessary " 


J F Scott—I have nothing against 


the necessity of corporal punishment, 
but I do object to cruelty such as Kai- 
ole was guilty of 


Mr Needham—I don't think so, I 


think it \\as necessary 


Mr Scott went on to say that when 


Mr Abemathy^was taking the place of 
Mr Needbam during the latter's ab- 
°enof he made a complaint against 
Kaiole saving that he wa6 a brutal old 
chap 
Mr Scott furthermore stated 


that Kaiole in the case of Ah Foo had 
used the buckle end of the strap, and 
thai the buckle had raised the blister. 


'Mr Needham—It seems to me that 


if the boi<< had been hurt by Kaiole 
thev would have reported the matter 
to me I have never seen or heard any- 
thing of It 
, 


Minister Cooper—Three boys were 


treated to the strap at the same 


by Kaiole, and only one got a blister 
It seems to me that that IB a point in 
the luna's favor 


Mr Needham—I will aay this for 


the boys at the Reform School They 
are better than the same class of white 
boys at other institutions of the kind 


Mrs. 
Dlllingham—Would the solu- 


tion of the problem not be in furnishing 
the boys with more work? 


Mr. Needham—That is Just what I 


have been fighting for ever since I 
have been at the institution A small 
shed with tools for the manufacture 
of shoes or other articles would ac- 
complish a vast amount of good 


Just here Minister Cooper said that 


he thought It would be a very short 
time before work of some kind would 
be •furnished the boys. 


After this Mr. Needham retired, and 


there was immediately a soliloquy on 
the use of the „ rod, or more properly 
speaking, the strap 


Action on the matter was deferred 


until investigation 
had been made. 


Minister Cooper will ac£ with the In- 
spector and Deputy Inspector Generate. 


Inspector General Townaend then 


made the following report on proposed 
increase of salaries 


"The average aggregate of monthly 


salaries for the first eight months of 
the current year has been $14,760.69. 
But It is evident that this Is smaller 
than the average for the whole period 
would have been without changing the 
teaching force at all, since many truant 
officers, Janitors and night-school tea- 
chers have drawn no salaries during 
one-fourth of 'the time elapsed. 


"I think it would be barely safe to 


take ?15,000 a month asia basis for cal- 
culation. Reducing this to an annual 
aggregate, ffs nearly all salaries are 
annual, we have ?180,000 as the ap- 
proximate annual expenditure with the 
old force at the old salaries. 


"But changes and increases of sal- 


aries thus far made have increased 
the pay roll at the rate of $7,640, mak- 
ing the tofel annual pay roll approxi- 
mately $187,640. The unexpended bal- 
ance of the appropriation for this pur- 
pose is $265,496.46, or $199,469.84 a year 


"Deducting the present pay roll, we 


have $11,819.84. From this sum the fol- 
lowing teachers must be paid. An as- 
sistant at Alae, one at Honaunan, one 
"at Kealahou, one at Waipio, one at 
Hilo Select School, one teacher at Ke- 
maoa, two at Makaweli, two at Kahuku, 
two in the practice school, and one as- 
sistant in the training school. 


"A safe estimate of these salaries Is 


$7,780. Deducting this from the annual 
balance of the appropriation 
above 


present pay roll, we have $4,039 avail- 
able for the paynient of any additional 
teachers required, and for possible in- 
creases in salaries. As this is only a 
little over 2 per ceril of\he annual pay 
roll, it is evident that the utmost care 
must be exercised in its expenditure. 


"At present there are six teachers In 


the employ of the Department whose 
salaries" do not equal the rate estab- 
lished for beginners. These, it would 
seem, ought to be dealt with first. Two 
ot these are engaged in very small 
schools. 


"The other desirable and possible in- 


creases of salaries are less easy to de- 
termine. It Is evident that only a few 
of the most urgent cases can be acted 
upon at present. 


"It should be borne in mind that 


other members'Of the force will prob- 
ably receive better certificates than 
they now have, and should accordingly 
receive advances in salaries. But on 
the other hand, a number of teachers 
here provided for will not be on the pay 
rolj for some months yet, thus reduc- 
ing the expenditure." 


This report was accepted by the 


Board with the raises iu salarj cf each 
of the individual cases mentioned 
therein. 


J. F. Scott reported that there had 


been 108 people who took the recent ex- 
aminations. Of this number 62 passed 
tor primary grade certificates and 9 for 
grammar school certificates This is an 
unusually large number. 


Saw Ghosts,

morning of the recent earthquake in 
the following language: 


"Immediately after the earthquake a 


woman was seen to run across the 
courthouse yard and disappear while 
running. Whether she was a ghost 
witch or some other kind of mystery, 
no one seems to know. Just as she got 
about the middle of the yard three more 
dressed in the same manner were seen 
running in the opposite direction along 
Front street This remarkable occur- 
rence was; witnessed by many people. 
It may be that these apparitions were 
some of Pele'a delegates.

HILO (Hawaii), Sept 14.—Precisely 


at 5 o'clock yesterday (Sunday) morn- 
ing the slumberers throughout-^he Isl- 
and of Hawaii were suddenly aroused 
by a most severe cradling, caused by 
such a quaking of the earth as has not 
been experienced here for many years- 
some say not since the terrific shocks 
of '68. The oscillation seemed almost 
north and south and the shock was 
greater toward Hamakua than in the 
direction of Kilauea. In Kona the 
shake was steady and severe, but no. 
damage resulted. There was no per- 
ceptible disturbance in the crater, and 
at the Volcano House the shock was 
less severe than at Hilo. On the prem- 
ises of U. C. Austin and on Jail and 
Front streets earth cracks are gaping 
open an inch or more. Probably the 
greatest damage resulted in the Hilo 
drug store on Front street. Dozens of 
bottles of patent medicines were pre- 
cipitated to the floor and emptied of 
their contents. Other losses make the 
damage from $150 to $200 there. At 
the Laupahoehoe water works there 
was considerable damage caused by 
land slides, and -the water supply was 
cut off. Necessary repairs were affected 
during the day. The roads throughout 
North Hilo are partly blocked, owing 
to numerous land slides, and On many 
bluffs great rocks stand ready to fall 
off. 
For two or three days past the 


weather has Indicated the coming of 
earthquakes, and until yesterday after- 
noon no rain had fallen for several 
days
